Tub Steamship Falcon..The New York
Times states that the officers of the troops sent
to sea in the Falcon protested against her use

as unseaworthy, and that Major Wyse, who re¬

fused to go in her, is now under arrest on Gov¬
ernor's island for disobedience of orders. The
Times says:
" Ho did nothing more than carry out his

own solemn conviction of the imminent hazard
of Bending the sufferers by the Sari Francisco
a second lime to sea in such a vessel as the
Falcon. His commission may be in danger
from a court-martial, but he certainly has the
sympathies of the public. The transaction has
all the appearance of a sordid speculation on
the part of the steamship company, and an ill-
considered approval of it by the government"
The Webster Monument..The resolution

which passed the senate of Massachusetts on

Saturday last, appropriating ten thousand dol¬
lars for the erection of a State monument to
Daniel Webster, came up by assignment in
the house of representatives on Thursday. The
freesoilers attacked it with their usual charac¬
teristic virulence, and went even to the tomb
by the side of the sea to abuse and slander the
illustrious dead. The resolution was laid upon
the table by almost a unanimous vote.

Execution of a Murderer..The extreme
penalty of the law was executed upon James
Clough, the murderer of Gideon Manchester, in
Taunton, on Friday last. It will be recollected
that Manchester was shot by Clough in Fall
River, Massachusetts, in July, 1852. Manches¬
ter was an ex-police officer, and was trying to
arrest Clough for a burglary. The latter was

a native of Stillwater, Maine, and of a respect¬
able family. He was but twenty-two years of
age.

Expert Robbers..Last Thursday secret in¬
formation was given to the city marshal of
Springfield, Ohio, that an attempt would be
made that night to rob the county treasurer's
office. He, with several of the police, secreted
themselves in the office to watch for and arrest
the burglars, but their surpriso was great when
in the morning they awoke and found the place
had been robbed while they slept. Some sap-
pose the robbers administered chloroform.

Testimony ov a Ghost..A trial is now

going on in Wetzel county, Virginia, for a

murder committed in 1850. The evidence is
based upon the testimony of a man who met a

ghost in the woods several times, which in¬
formed him that " Mr. Mercer" was the mur¬

derer. We had no idea that the spirit-rap¬
ping humbug had extended to the back-woods
of western Virginia.
Rise of the Delaware..The Delaware

river at Easton is twenty-four feet above its
usual height, and is overflowing the canal.
Much damage has been done to the Morris
canal and Delaware railroad. The Lehigh
river is ten. feet above the usual height, and
has done an immense damage to property on

its banks.

An arrival at Charleston, South Caro¬
lina, from Nassua, brings accounts of serious
marine disasters on and about the Bahamas.
During two weeks, property, estimated at from
$600,000 to $1,000,000, was wrecked. No
mention is made of the steamer Glasgow, or

any craft resembling her.

Heavy Damages..The court in Boston has
given a verdict against the city of $12,000 to
George P. Southwick, who was injured by fall¬
ing into a cellar in Congress street. He broke
his back by the fall.

Save Your Half-dimes..A five*cents sav

ing institution has been established in Boston
with a prospect of doing avast amount of good.
All sums, from five cents up to one thousand,
are received on deposit
Small Notes in Ohio..The legislature of

Ohio has passed a law prohibiting the circula¬
tion of foreign bank notes in the State of a

less denomination than ten dollars.

Miss Agnes Robertson has bewitched the

people of the Quaker city. The papers there
call her the "Fairy Star."

Railroads in Indiana..The State Sentinet
says there aro 1,300 miles of railroad in opera¬
tion in that State, and 1,592 miles in process of
construction.

Kukkkl's Nightingales are in Charleston,
South Carolina, sustaining their old reputation
there, if wc cau believe the papers of that city.

A land-slide at Brooklyn Heights,
L. I., on Sunday afternoon, crushed a frame
house in which were seven or eight persons.
At the latest accounts, two of the victims had
been taken out dead.

|$* St Paul's Episcopal church, at Balti-
more, one of the largest and finest church edi¬
fices in that city, was nearly destroyed by fire
on Saturday moning. It was uninsured.

Authors and Artists at Florence.
A letter from Florence, published in the New¬

ark Advertiser, has the following:
" Amoug the English authors living here

are Mrs. Somerville, the Brownings, Charles
Lever; Mr. Kirkup, the antiquarian ; Mr. Ten¬
nyson, brother of the poet laureate, and who
has himself a volume of poems now in press;
and Mrs. Trollope, who made her debut in
authorship through her libelous work on Amer¬
ica. Since then her prolific brain has pro¬
duced eighty-nine volumes of so-so tales, prov-
ing that "weeds grow apace." Not unproduc-
tively, however, for her, since she has reaped
therefrom an abundant pecuniary harvest, and
now occupies a beautiful Villa, built by herself
and her son, who is also a successful story¬
teller. Mrs. Trollope has one of the largest
and choicest of the private libraries in the city.
The library-room is an expensive gothic hall,
the furniture being all after the antique and
decorated with statuary and paintings. In
this hall she holds her Saturday morning re¬

ceptions; and, strange to say, she affects Amer¬
icans so much as to hunt them up, and load
them with hospitalities. She is an affable,
pleasant old lady, ot about 70, and was pro¬
bably more disgusted with her pecuniary mis¬
adventures iu the United States than with the
people she ridiculed in her spleen.
_

" Mrs. Somerville is now about seventy-three
years old, in au excellent state of preservation,
and is altogether a remarkable woman. She
rises early, devotes her time till noon to scien¬
tific study and writing, and at other times oc¬

cupies herself much with sketching from na¬

ture, paintiug in oil, and embroidery; thus
showing that the pursuit of mathematics is not

incompatible with a love for the fine arts. No
living woman ever received more flattering
compliments from her own government, and
from great men of all nations, than Mrs. Som¬
erville. Her bust stands iu the British Academy
by the side of Sir Isaac Newton's, and Barou
Humboldt has called her ' the greatest of wo¬
men.'' She is perfectly simple and unostenta¬
tious in her manners, and never refers to her
own labors, which, notwithstanding the exten¬
sive circulation of her works, have yielded her
small pecuniary benefit. But she has a pen¬
sion from the British crown arid lives with her
husbaud, a retired surgeon of the navy, and
their two daughters going much into society,
being welcomed everywhere and admired for
her quiet manners and agreeable conversation.
Mr. Lever !i,ves generously in a palace ; gives
dinners sparkling with his wits and wines ;
loves horses like a true Irish Englishman; rides '

on the engine with his rosy-cheeked daughters
on either side of him, and is literally a 'good fel¬
low,' his conversation being as full of humor as

his Irish tales.
" Mr. Tennyson lives retired, though in easy

and elegant circumstances, occupying a fine
villa, filled with choice books and paintings.
The Brownings still occupy the Casa Guidi, an
old place; never go into society, but receive
their friends quietly in the evening. Mrs. B. is
physically as frail as her mind aud verse are

strong, vitlt such gentle, unpretending man¬

ners, and a pleasant expression of face,
that no one, to Iook at her, would believe that
such force and passion could tome out of such
an apparently delicate, unperturbed nature.
Mr. Browning is alive with good nature aud hu¬
mor; full of practical knowledge, and as plain
and smooth in talk as he is obscure and rough
in his writings; in short, as is the case with
Mrs. B., the very opposite of the book.Brown¬
ing. Mr. Bead, one of our American artists,
now in Florence, has painted lately cabinet por¬
traits of both, and they are truthful likenesses.
They belong to a gentleman in Philadelphia, and
will give all who see them their just notions of
the originals.

" Mr. Read is now engaged upon several well- «

conceived compositions, which will do him
credit. Mr. Edwiu White of New York, who
has been some years studying in France and
Germany, is now here, painting successfully.
He has conceived a series of pictures on Ameri¬
can subjects.-mostly scenes from the history of
the Puritans.two of which are already done.
His chief work, however, as yet, is a picture of
C.olumbus taking the sacrament previous to
em .barking on his expedition in search of the
New World. It is an effective painting, full of
harmony. The "dim, religious light of the
sanctuary, the benignant countenance of the
officiating priest, and the appearance of the
great adventurer, humbly kneeling, whose face
is solemn with the perilous intent, yet beaming
with earnest faith, produces in the beholder a

reeling .in unison with the occasion, aud oue

seoms almost to hear the organ-tone timed to
his own emotions while he gazes."

The Astor library, in Lafayette place,
may be designated a3 a free, public institution,
superior in size and scope to any, if not all
other libraries iu tho city. It was founded by
John Jacob As'tor, of this city, who, by his will
dated August 22d, 1839, bequeathed $400,000
to establish and maintain it. This sutn was

payable in four annual instalments, dating from
his death. Tho following gentlemen are trus¬
tees of the institution : Washington Irving,Wm.
B. Astor, Dan'l Lord, Jos. G. Cogswell, Sam'IB.
Ruggles, Charles Astor Bristed, the mayor ex-

trfficio, John A. Dix, Key. Thos. House Taylor,
D. D., Mr. Jas. Carson Brevoort, and Dr. A. V.
Williams. In compliance with the direction in
Mr. Astor's will, an act of incorporation was

granted by the legislature January 18th, 1840.
To give an idea of the extent of the library
building, the running > length of tho shelves is
between 12,000 and 13,000 feet, the number of
volumes already purchased aud placed thereon
being 80,000. In that number, however, is in-
ciuded a large and very valuable donatiou of
nearly 5,000 volumes, made by Mr. Cogswell,
embracing the whole department of bibliogra¬
phy, and including the vv?rV many rare and
costly works. The sum of £2,S?° sterling was
presented by Mr. Win. B. Astor, to be m

purchasing books for a special teebnolog,
department, to embrace every branch of practi¬
cal industry aud tho mechanic arts. The build¬
ing is a plain structure, of brick, raised upon a'

lower story of rustic ashler brown stoue. The
style of architecture is the Byzantine, and tho
front is rendered imposing "by the deeply re¬
cessed arched doors and windows, the "rich
brown stone mouldings and mullions, and still
more by the boldly projecting cornice, corbels
and eutablature.all beautifully wrought in the
same materials. The internal arrangement is
a very convenient one, and very economical of
space. A series of seven alcoves open in front
and rear, leaving corridors two and a half feet
in width along the walls, by which a communi¬
cation is established betweeu the different parts
of the library. The part of the library which is
divided inro alcoves is separated from the open
area in the centre by a light iron railing. This
area is provided with reading-tables for those
who wish to use books. Tho books are not
lent out, but are only to be used for reference
in the library. The institution is open every
day, except Sundays and established holidays,
from 10 a. m. to 6 p. m., buring this month not
before noon. Admission free to all persona
over sixteen years of age. [iST. T. Joitr. Com,
